Matters of Interest Reported from the Departments— 
The Internal Revenue. 

W asainoton, September 3 —It is thought at 
the internal revenue bureau that claims for 
rebate of. taxes on tobacco, snuff and cigars 
growing out of the recent internal revenue 
act, have nearly all been presented, and it is 
now estimated that they will aggreyate about 
$3,500,000. The total annual reduction on the 
revenue of tobacco, snuff and cigars, tis now 
computed, will be about $5,600,000. 

David R. Parker, chief of the postoffice in- 
spectors, resigned to-day, to take effect Octo- 
ber Ist. Alonzq E. Saarp, now an inspector 
in Tennessee, will be appointed to succeed 
him, 

Tne.Jand oftice has decided that homestead 
entries on coal and iron lands in Alabama 
that were not made in good faith, or do not 
comply with the requirements of the home- 
stead law in all respects, are not confirmed 
by the act of the last session of congress, re- 
lating to the Alabama mineral land entries, 
and Jands embraced in such defective entries 
are not purchasable under the 2d section’ of 
the act of June 15th, 1580, 

The free delivery systein was established’in 
forty-two cities and towns during the fiscal 
year ended June 360, 1853, 

But four postottices haye been added to the 
list since that date, although many urgent 
applications have been received for the es- 
tablishment of the system. The department 
has been unable to’accord the privileges ex- 
cept in rare instances, because of the meagre 
appropriation, which has been absorbed toa 
Semsiderable extent by the operation of the 
law providing for the year!y promotion of the 
letter carriers.

CONFIDENCE AT THE SEASIDE, 


A Beautiful and Dashing Blende Who Does Society 
at Flushing, L. I. 

New York, September 3.—Society at Flush- 
ing, Long Island, is greatly agitated to-day 
‘over developments just made known in re- 
gard to a confidence operator who has made 
that town her field of Jabors for several weeks 
past, and who has suddenly left for parts un- 
known: | 

A fashionable boarding-house keeper and a 
large list of society people, who have been 
victimized by the adventuress to the amount 
‘of several hundred dollars, are bemoaning 
her sudden and unexpected departure. 

Three weeks ago a dashirg and handsomely 
attired blonde, about twenty-five years of age, 
made her eppearance in the village. Pre- 
senting herself at a summer boarding house 
in the village, she represented herself as Mrs, 
DeWitt Duval, of Jacksonville, Fla. She ex 
hibited a letter of introduction to the lady of 
the house, purporting to have been written by 
Dr. Clark, of New York; in which Mrs. Duval 
was highly recommended, Mrs. Duval had 
come to. Flushing for the benefit of her health. 
She had been a sufferer from malaria at home 
and was traveling to rid: herself of the disease. 
As ‘‘money was no object” with Mrs. Duval, 
she bad the best the house afforded. 

It soon became noised. about that the dash- 
ing blonde was a widow, and owned a large 
orance plantation at Jacksonvi le. In conse- 
quence of her supposed wealth and her 
beauty her admirers became numerous, The 
handsome widow made many friends: She 
complained of feeling homesick, when one 
of her admirers offered to send for Jackson- 
ville papers, that she might read of home. 
The otfer was graciously accepted. On Mon 
day thrée weeks had elapsed, and as the 
wealthy widow’s boarding mistress had re- 
ceived no money‘from her fashionable inva- 
lid. she requested her to pay.up. With 
many apologies, Mrs. Duval said 
she would not keep her hostess 
waiting more than a day or two for her mon- 
ey.

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Be Bold!y Dec arce the Western Union te be an Organ 
of Gain Only. 

New York, September 3.—President Green, 
of the Western Union telegraph company, 
continued his testimony to-day before the 
‘sub-committee of the senate committee on 
education and labor, which is investigating 
the relations between capital and labor. Sen- 
ator Blair questioned the witness ciosely re- 
garding the policy of the Western Union 
company toward its employes. He asked 
whether, considering the extent of its compe- 
tition, business and the profits arising there- 
from it could not pay better 
waxes to its employes, to whicn Dr, Green 
replied that the Western Union employ- 
es were paid as well as any other class con- 
sidering the hoursof labor and theservice 
rendered, except the public school teachers 
of the city. Senator Bi&ir asked whether 
the company could not do something toward 
improving the condition of its employes. 
Dr. Green responded that corporations were 
organized to maxe money. There were few 
that existed that he knew of pro bono publico.

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THE PREVAILING DROUTH. 


The Dry ®po's Scattered From Virginia to Texas- 
Crops Suffering Severe!y— The Cotton Crop. 

GALveston, September 3.—A dispatch from 
the San Saboto News says adrouth, such as 
has®ot been known for many years, prevails 
throughout the counties of San _ Saba, 
McCulloch and Conchv.. Prairie fires have 
destroyed large areas of grass, and stock rais- 
ers will suffer heavy losses. 

PetrersspurG, Va., September 3.—The 
drought of the past two months nas done, and 
is still doing, great damage to the crops 
throughout the south side of Virginia. Un- 
less there is an early fall cf rain the loss will 
be incalculable. In some sections not more 
than half a crop of corn can be made, and the 
same may be said of cotton and tobacco. In 
sOme counties no rain has . fallen 
since June. The streams are fast 
drying up, rendering milling 
operations impossible. The river at this 
place is so low that millers cannot do. more 
than one-fourth their usual work. : 

THE COTTON CROPS. 

Mempuis, September, 3.—The August cot- 
ton crop report for the Memphis district, 
which embraces west Tennessee, north Mis- 
sissippi, north Arkansas and north Alabama, 
to be published to-morrow by Messrs. Hull, 
Fontaine & Co., will say: Herewith is sub- 
mitted asummary ofthe information in: 562 
letters, bearing the average date of August 
28th. The outlook detailed in 
these letters is by no means encouraging. 
The douth, rust and _= shedding of 
squares and smali bolls are mentioned as the 
causes of complaint in nearly every portion 
of the district. In Mississippi only four cor- 
respondents represent no injury from these 
causes. In Arkansas only twelve report no 
Our July report indicated a de- 
creased yield of cotton as compared with last 
year of 1244 per cent, but owing to the causes 
alluded to above, the summary of responses 
on which this report is based point to a de- 
crease in-the yield of fully 20 per cent. The 
hot-dry days and cool nights whicn have pre- 
vailed the past two weeks, have virtually 
closed the growing season by promoling rust 
and shedding, and nothing now remains ex- 
cept for the bolls already formed 
to develop to maturity. Picking will be- 
come general throughout the district by Sep- 
tember 15th. The following is the aggregate 
of the 362 responses: 206 report the weather 
during Augustas having been unfavorable for 
cotton; 156 favorable; 204 less favorab!e than 
last year; 102 more favorable, and 56 about 
the same; 214 report the piant fruiting well; 
and 148 not so well; 60 report the plant in 
good condition and better than last year; 208 
not so good and 94 about the same; 44 report 
picking as having commenced; = and 
not commenced; 5326 report the 
injury to the plant from drouth, rust and 
shedding, and 36 no injury; 50 report tae 
prospect of greater yield than last year; Vl4 
that it will be less and about the same. 

THE BRITISH GRAIN TRADE. 

Lonpon, September 3.—Lhe Mark Lane ex- 
press, in its review of tLe British grain trade 
during the past week, says: Should fine 
weather now ensue the interruption in har 
vest work will be no real detriment to the 
crops. Trade during the week in foreign 
wheat oft stand was depressed. Ileceipts 
were unusually large. English wheat was 
more firmly held. A few samples generally 
made fully the late rates. Trade in cargoes 
off coast was stagnant. There were fifteen 
arrivais and two sales, and seven cargoes were 
withdrawn and eleven remain. business in 
forward months was insignificant.

Boston, September 3.—The opening of the 
foreign exhibition took place at noon to-day, 
in the building of the Massachusetts Charita- 
ble Mechanics association on Huntington 
avenue. Acrowd o1 1,000 or more filled ‘the 
floor and galleries, or that end of the building 
where the exercises took place. There were 
many persons of foreign nationality present, 
besides many members of thestate and city 
governments. A hnndred guns were fired in 
commemoration of the event. The exhibi- 
tion was in a much more advanced state to- 
day than was anticipated on = Satur- 
day, although there was 
considerable vacant space, The 
exhibits already set up seemed to bein most 
case complete, and give to the ftloorsand gal- 
leries a bright and attractive appearance. 
The exhibits in the west end, where the 
opening exercises took place, were in better 
shape than in the other portions of the build- 
ing. They were arranged by nations, the 
national colors being prettily displayed: in 
front of each country’s exhibits. Brazil, Ja- 
pan, Spain, Portugal, Austria, Hungary, ‘Al- 
giers, Holland, Sweden, Norway, Belgium, 
Denmark, Russia, Persia, Turkey, Siam,Cuba, 
Tunis and Hawaii were the countries repre- 
sented in the west hall. In the east hall are 
the exhibits of China, England, France, Ger- 
many, Colombia, Canada and the East Indies.

No 
sooner had he left the house than she ran toa 
neighbor’s hovse and gave the alarm, 
THE PURSUIT AND CAPTURE, 

She told her friends that it was a negro; she 
did not know his name, but it was the one 
who lived on Mr. Meon’s place, and had 
been to her house a tew days before to sell 
her some wheat; that she knew him—the 
moon was shining, and she could see his 
size and color and could readily recognize bis 
voice, Fifty or sixty men were soon on his 
track. One negro living on Mr. Moon’s place 
was arrested and carried before her. ‘He 
isnot the one,’ she promptly said, and 
he was liberated. Another was then arrested, 
living on the same place. When brought 
within fifty yards of her she recognized him, 
and said most positively that he wasthe right 
one. This negro had been to her house twice 
before, and had made impudent and improper 
remarks to her. She had told her friends 
about it, and was afraid of him. He was taken 
to the place where the man had run from Mrs. 
Sword’s house, and the tracks were found to 
be identically the same. There could be no 
longer any doubt of his guilt, and it required 
the hardest kind of persuasion to keep the 
crowd from hi: nging him to alimb. He was 
carried to Loganville and sent from there un- 
der strong guard to Monroe, 

TRIED AND FOUND GUILTY. 

The grand jury founda true bill 
him Saturday morning, and before the ink 
was hardly dry he was puton trial. Messrs, 
A. 5S. Florence, J. F. Rogers and J. H. Felker 
were appointed by the court to defend him. 
They did their duty ably and faithfully. The 
negro had no witnesses, and by 3:30 o'clock 
tue jury was locked up in their room trying 
to make a verdict. The court room was 
packed during the entire trial, and the crowd 
anxiously watched the door of the jury room 
to see the jury comeout with a verdict of 
guilty in their hands. The prisoner, Taylor 
Bryant, isa small black negro, some _ twenty- 
five years old, and wears the face of a har- 
dened criminal. Justa year ago he was lib- 
erated from the penitentiary after serving a 
term for this same crime for which he is now 
incarcerated. On the way to jail he said that 
he was innocent of this crime, but that he 
gave that other white woman bell. In ad- 
dition to all this, he is suffering with 
the most loathsome disease to which depraved 
humanity is subject. -He came from Rock- 
dale county here, and is doubtless one of 
those stray*ling vagabonds, strolling over the 
country, with no home and no conscience, 
ready to commit any crime, no matter how 
henious it may be. 

As soon as the jury went to their room thay 
stood twelve for conviction, but two or three 
of them wanted to recommend him to mercy. 
At 12 o'clock Saturday night Judge Hutchins 
went tothe court room and told the jury to 
elose their deliberations until after midnight 
Sunday night. At sunrise Monday morning 
the jury sent for the judgeand rendered their 
verdict of guilty: At8!¢ o’clock the court 
room was crewded to heur the sentence. The 
judge asked the prisonerif he had anything 
to say why the sentence of death should not 
be passed on him. For te first time the 
prisoner denied his guilt. The judge then de- 
livered the following lecture and sentence: 

SENTENCED TO DEATH 

You were indicted by the grand jury of 
this county for the offense of rape, committed 
on a poor, defenseless widow, who, alone in 
this world, except with her little children, 
labored and struggled to earn an honest sup- 
port for her little family—a woman who had 
maintained her good fame and yirtue, and 
who might have again been. made happy by 
the love and care of her husband; but a vil 
lian by force, and against her will, has rob- 
bed her of that which was. dearer than life, 
for in the contemplation of virtuous women 
and brave men thiscrime is expressly more 
horrible than death itself. The court de- 
termined that you should have a fair trial, 
and that you should not be convicted unless 
proved. to be guilty, has appointed lawyers of 
high standing and ability torepresent you and 
after a calm and an impartial trial, in which 
you were ably represented by your counsel— 
a jury of your countrymen, selected by your- 
self—have by their verdict pronounced you 
guilty, The law fixes the penalty which you 
are to suffer, Controlled by your animal 
passions, ‘your assaulten this poor woman 
exhibits you to your fellow-men as an un- 
mitigated brute— a disgrace to your race and 
to civilization, and the law declares you are 
unfit to live. Your days are numbered, and 
under the law and the verdict of the jury 
it becomes my painful duty to pronounce 
their limit. For the sake of your wife and 
children and yourown, | regret the heavy 
doom that hangs over you, however richly 
you may deserve it. If you are innocent, so 
much the better for you, and the worse for 
earthly courts. You must soon = appear 
before a court where no  mis- 
takes are made—where condemnations 
and judgments are just. Youu 
nave a soul to save, and I exhort you to look 
for pardon to Him alone who can grant you 
pardon.”’ The judge then read the sentence 
as follows: Georgia, Walton county. In the 
superior court of said county. State of Geor- 
gia vs. Taylor Bryant, a person of color. In- 
dictment for rope and verdict of gmilty. 
Whereupon it is considered and adjudged by 
the court that the said defendant, Taylor

Sevem! Disastrous Conflagrations in Various Paris 
, of e Country. 


CINCINNATI, September }.—This afternoon 
a fire, from unknown cause, broke out in the 
rag and paper warehouse of Henry Dreman 
& Co., No. 252 Walnut street. With remark- 
able swiftness the flames ran up through the 
five stories of the three double front warehouses 
and communicated with the Times-Star 
building, adjoining it on the south side. In 
less than fifteen minntes both buildings were 
a mass of flames. Mary Flynn, working on 
the third floor of the rag Warehouse, jumped 
to the ground, breaking her leg 
and sustaining other — injuries. Gus 
Hatier, also employed on the _ third 
door, managed to get down the stairway, but 
fell unconscious On the first floor. His head 
and jace were burned almost toacrisp and he 
cannot recover. Mary Meing and Stella Meirs 
were cut off from the stairway on the second 
floor, but jumped to the pavement safely, 
They said another girl was on the same floor 
and was afrairto jump. Grave fears are en- 
tertained for the safety of five employes of 
the rag warehouse, Mrs. O’Donnell, Rosa 
Liddie, Mary Burke, ,Annie Lynch 
and Nellie Kelly They had _ not 
reported at their homes at the usual 
hour, andffare thought to be in the ruins. 
Henry Haretch, a spectator, was crushed 
against a wall by the hook and ladder wagon, 
and tatally injured, A _ portion of a wall fell 
while several fireman were on the ladders 
placed against it. One of the men was 
knocked off by another and fell 
twenty feet, sustaining painful 
but not fatal injuries, The rag 
warehouse was completeiy reconsumed.

After a rest several 
vears Hancock county again comes to the 
front with a murder. The facts as related to 
us by Mr. Tobe Stewart who was one of the 
jury that held an inquest over the remains, 
are substantially as follows: On last Monday 
morning the deceased, Sip Bennette, and his 
slayer, Wilson Smith, together with several 
other negroes were engaged in digginga race 
from one of Mr. Dayid Dickson’s fish ponds to 
agin house near by. All of the hands it seems, 
were at work in the pit except Smith, who 
was standing out onthe bank. The colored 
man who had charge of the hands told bim 
to come down in the pit and goto work, and 
the request was reiterated by Sip Bennette. 
Smith took offense at this, and said to Ben- 
ne'te that ‘‘he was tired of being bossed by so 
many d—nd ragged negroes, and he 
had been imposed upon by 
them for a Jong time and would not stand it» 
any longer.’’ Bennett made some reply to 
him and he gave Bennett the lie which the 
latter promptly returned, whereupon Smith 
picked up a pick handle that was lying on 
the bank of the race and hurled it at Bennett 
who had just raisedup to throw a shovel full 
of dirt out upon the bank. The wooden 
missile went true tothe mark, striking the 
unsuspecting negro on the top of the head 
and breaking, one end inflicted a wound on 
the breast The unfortunate man sank to the 
ground beneath the blow and lingered in an 
unconscious state until the following morn- 
ing, when he died. ‘ILmmediately after strik- 
ing the blow Smith was surrounded by the 
o'her negroes and he and his victim were 
carried to Mr. Dickson’s’ house and 
a messenger was dispatched for 
John Carr, the justice of the peace for that 
district, whogave the case a hearing and 
sentenced he prisoner to jail to await trial in 
the superior court for murder. Dr. W. J. 
Rogers, the coroner, with a jury composed 
mostly of citizens of Sparta, went out to the 
scene of the murderon Wednesday morning 
and held an inguest over the remains. The 
evidence before the jury was in accordance 
with the facts above related, and the verdict 
found was murder. Wilsovu Smith, the mur- 
derer, who is now safely stowed away within 
the granite walls of the county jail, is a smal! 
black negro about thirty five orforty years 
old. He has not got a repulsive face, and 
upon the whole his appearance would seem to 
indicate that hewasavery quiet, unoffending 
negro. He has always been the butt of ridi- 
cule among those with whom he associated, 
and was never known to make any warlike 
demcnstration until the enactment of the 
tragedy that now brands him as a murderer 
and places his neck in imineut danger of 
being broken by the hangman’s knot.

The eftort has been made to win for 
Mr. Randall, a Philadelphia protectionist, on 
the ground that he isa friend of the Mississ- 
ippi river, while Mr. Mr. 
Carlisle .was engaged night and day on the 
tariff conference committee; he was the only 
revenue reformer on that committee: the 
river and harbor biilcameup while he was 
so engaged. He was fighting the scheme of 
Mr. Randal! the conference 
mittee, and his friends trying 
to get even now by misrepresenting his 
position on a question that he had no oppor- 
tunity to discuss. This has induced the 
Natchez Democrat .to procure at*considerable 
solicitation a letter that Mr. Carlisle wrote in 
December, 1882, to Judge Leach of } Natchez 
Mr. .Carlisle at first refused toassent to its 
publication, but the misrepresentations of his 
position induced him finally to let Judge 
Leach give it to the public.

OfrDr. Willis FF. Weetmor:iand as Physictan te the 
Penitentiary—lt Wilt be Agcepted. 

fhe announcement that Dr. Willis F. 
Westmoreland bad been appointed physician 
Pio the penitentiary, created genuine surpris 
In the Capitol yes erday. 

His mame was not among the ent S, 
of whom there were perliaps forty Most of 
these were backed by cre dentials or petiuions 
Dr. Westmoreland’s name had not been 
discussed Oreven mentioned. ‘The first hint 
of his bamein this connection was the an- 
nouncement that he had been appointed.

If he 
does not flnd it there, he wili disregard the 
fact that there are any applicants and will 
outside for his man. He does not intend 
that applications shall cloud his judgment, 
or embaruss his choice.’’

A TALK WITH DR. WESTMORELAND. 

There was even more surprise over the 
statement that Dr. Westmoreland had agreed 
to accept the place, than over the announce- 
mentthat he had been tendered it.

I was astouished, and told him frankly that 
1 could not think of accepting the positior. 
He insisted that I should not decline it, and 
said he thought it my duty to take the place. 

1 asked fur an hvuur or so to consider the 
matter, and at the end of that timel called 
on bim and told him I would accept.’’ 

“You do so at considerabie sacrifice?’ 

“Only my friends know at what sacrifice. 
gut J have telt great interest in the 
convict question, I was more or 
less insirumental in havibg 
the law passed providing for the appolnt- 
ment of the physician some years ago. | had 
studied the question deepiy, aud | saw the 
necessity of naving some one between the 
coyvicis and the lessees who should look af- 
ter their bealth. The records of the past 
four years show abundantly that this opinion 
was a correct one.
